The  early  varieties  of  apple  as  a rule  do  not  make 
very  large  trees  and  should  be  planted  closer  than  such 
varieties  as  Baldwin,  Greening,  etc. 


ROSES 


There  is  perhaps  no  plant  or  flower  so  generally  cul- 
tivated today  as  the  Rose.  Its  wondrous  beauty  and  fra- 
grance makes  it  the  most  popular  of  flowers.  For  extensive 
grounds,  small  lawns,  porch,  trellis  or  hedges,  Roses  are 
used  with  charming  effects.  Many  persons  think  it  diffi- 
cult to  grow  Roses,  but  such  is  not  the  case;  good  soil  and 
a little  care  will  insure  fine  hardy  plants  and  beautiful 
blossoms.  To  be  certain  of  varieties,  please  name  sub- 
stitutes to  avoid  delay  in  shipment,  for  we  will  not  sub- 
stitute without  your  permission. 

We  have  the  following  exceptional  varieties  of  thrifty 
well  rooted  Roses  to  offer  this  season.  All  are  Eastern 
field-grown  plants. 

These  are  not  greenhouse  plants  from  which  blooms  have 
been  cut  for  sale,  but  thrifty  field-grown  plants,  which  will 
bloom  this  year.  Never  before  have  we  offered  such  a 
variety  nor  at  such  a price. 

PLANTING  AND  CARE  OF  ROSES 

Roses  prefer  a sunny,  open  location.  They  should  be 
planted  in  good  rich  soil  thoroughly  broken  up  and  raked 
fine  to  the  depth  of  eighteen  inches.  Well  rotted  animal 
manure,  thoroughly  pulverized,  should  be  mixed  with  the 
soil  in  considerable  quantity,  even  up  to  one-third  the 
total  bulk  of  soil  in  the  beds. 

In  planting  set  bud  4 inches  below  the  ground  level  so 
that  suckers  cannot  sprout  from  the  natural  root.  Do  not 
trim  the  root  off  too  severely,  but  cut  the  tops  off  about  8 
inches  above  the  top  of  the  ground.  Pack  good  rich  soil 
thoroughly  around  the  roots  being  careful  not  to  let  any 
compost  come  in  contact  with  the  roots.  Keep  the  top  of 
the  earth  thoroughly  worked  around  the  bushes  the  entire 
season. 

DIFFERENCE  IN  CLASS  OF  ROSES 

Although  not  generally  understood,  it  is  well  known  by 
Rose  Specialists  that  Roses  come  under  two  classes,  Hybrid 
Perpetual  and  Hybrid  Tea.  The  Hybrid  Tea  or  ever- 
bloomer,  blooms  the  entire  summer.  The  Hybrid  Perpetual 
while  it  blooms  profusely  during  its  season,  is  not  a con- 
tinual bloomer.

Why  not  try  some  this  year  in  your  garden?  Any  good 
garden  soil  will  grow  Dahlias.
